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A CORRECTION.

The inventory, doubtless, as all 
other public papers, is open to the in- 
spection of the public, but it is unrea- 
sonable to expect the individual tax- 
pay2r to sacrifice his time in visiting 
the council chamber during the work- 
ing hours to make a’ personal investi- 
gation.. 

In fairness to the ratepayers and 
that they may have the assurance of 
receiving “Quid pro Quo,” the inven- 
tory should be published. 

As evidence that the Bulletin is de- 
sirous only of protecting the interests 
of the citizens the offer is made

A USELESS SITE. 

In January when the represemjia- 
tives of the Electric Light Co. met the 
couacil to request some new arrange- 
ment one argument advanced in favor 
of the extension of the company’s fran- 
chise or the aiternative partnership 
proposition was the necessity of pro- 
curing a new site for the lighting 
plant. 

When the plant was installed the 
presext site was considered a desir- 
able one. Ten years experience has 
£0 completely altered the view of the 
company that they will install no 
further additions to the plant except 
uuder conditions enabling them to pro- 
cure another site. The company some 
time since ordered a new dynamo with 
a capacity of 5,000 lights, but in con- 
sideration of the unsuitable nature of 
the site and other disadvantages the 
order was cancelled. 

Yet this site is included in the pro- 
posed purchase of the lighting system 
by the town, If the site has been 
found in ten years’ experience by the 
company to be undesirable for the 
purposes for which it was chosen there 
is no apparent reason to assume that 
it would be found valuable by the 
town for the same punpose.

Uncle Sam’s Business Eye Open. 
Minneapolis Journal. 

G. F. Ewe, secretary of the Van- 
Dusen-Harrington company, who re- 
turned this moraing from Winnipeg 
and other points in Manitoba, says 
that natural conditions will force 
a large amount of Canadian grain 
through terminals on this side of the 
line during years to come. After care- 
ful investigation, he-believes that the 
development of western Canada will | 
keep in advance of the development | 
of her transportation and elevaipr 
facilities, and that she must look to} 

American, facilities for help in mar- 
keting her grain. 

“As a business proposition,” said 
Mr. Ewe, “no one can expect the Can- 
adjan Pacific and other roads that 
may be built in the western procin- 
ces to do other than to discourage the 
movement of Canadian grain by Am- 
erican roads except under extreme 
cotditions . avhich seriously aififect 
business and make it impossible for | 
the farmer to market his wheat. 
The Canadian roads want to haul all 
of the Canndian grain they can to 
Canadian terminals at Port Arthur 
and Fort William. Extreme condi- 
tions have forced a change of policy 
temporarily und as a result consid- 
erable of this grain is going east by 
American routes. Grain acreage in 
Canada will increase so rapidly that 
under the most ordinary conditions 
the transportation facilities will con- 
tinually fall far short of the de- 
mand and the conditions which pre- 
vail this year will continue to  fa- 
vor grain men on this side of the 
line in their efforts to bring a large 
amount of that wheat this way. 


“There is an opportunity for Ameri- 
can grain men and millers in the 
handling of this Canadian product 
which ought te prompt vigorous ac- 
tion towaxsd the elimination of the 
duty on wheat. The American wheat 
(producer ard miller will have the 
Canadian crop to contend with in 
the world’s markets from now on. 
It will be a pig factor and the quick- 
er we prepare to cope with this new 


element in the situation, the bet- 
ter. 
“Some of the Canadian business 
men say that the unusual weather 
conditions last fall are responsible 
for the congestion of the wheat 
trafic. They thy that the four 


weeks of rainy weather delayed the 
marketing of wheat just that long 
and in the indian summer weather 
which followed, the grain was rush- 


ed in fast. But in the meantime 
four weeks of open navigation ne- 
cessary to the successful handling 


of the crop had been lost. This argu- 
ment itself shows how dependent 
upon perfect weather conditions is 


the successful marketing of the 
Canadian crop. Among Canadian 
traffic men and others who have 


made a close study of the situation 
the opinion appears to be general 
that the adverse conditions under 
which Canadian roads operate will 
force a large amount of this wheat 
over American lines during the sea- 
son when navigation is closed. 

The wheat shipped to Duluth has 
relieved the situation at some 
points in Canada. There is still a 
large ampunt of gmin awaiting; 
Shipment in western Manitoba and 
Assiniboia.”

The Solomon Trial. 

Wedresday’s Winnipeg Tribune. — 

At the assizes this morning the mur- 
der case of King vs. Solomon, Mr. Mul- 
doon was the first witness called.

The face was bruised, on the ear, 
over the eye, chin and several bruises 
on chin, cheek and right side of the 
face. Was present when the doctors 
viewed) the body. Had conversatipa 
with the prisoner on the 25th Feb- 
ruary at Millea’s place. “I went in- 
to the room to call a witness and the 
prisoner pulled my sieeve and said 
he wanted to speak to me. I told 
him I had no time. I again went 
out and he did the same thing and jhe 
suid, “Tfhere isso use @lling th% 
witnesses. I am willing to go in and 
tell the truth. I know more about 
it than any of them,” (and that is 
about his wife’s death). 1 told him 
not to be in a hurry and he ould 
go in when he was called, and he 
said in the old country, when a thing 
like this happened, when the prisoner 
is willing to go in and tell the truth 
they do not call any witnesses. fi 
asked him how his wife died, and he 
said she went after some peas in the 
loft and be heard someone fall down, 
and he went and found her body 
hurt on the floor. “He said he went 


and struck her twice ia the ear 
with his fist; he went through the 


motions [ saw.” “I thought it was 
a good time to finish her.” He said, 
“You know the way she lived with 
me. I thought it was a grand chance 
to finish her life and people will 
think she fell off the joft and killed 
herself.” I then told Mr. Leech the 
conversation I had had with him. 
The second conversation whs on 
Wedresday or Thursday. He told 
me the same thing again. He ask- 
ed me if I told Mr. Leech and ‘the 
magistrate and asked why they did 
not call him in. “After I put the 
wife on the bed,” said the prisoner, 
“T waked the gir! up and showed 
her her mother to 'et her see that jshe 
had fallen from the loft, and people 
would not be suspicious.”

After two days it is seen that nearly 
every brasch of business is suffering 
from the strike more than the rail- 
roads against which the strike is di- 
rected. The New York, New Haven & 
Hartford railroad and the Boston and 
Albany system of the New York Cen- 
tral have forces adequate to 
handle all traffic. There is no trouble 
over the movement of cuigoing freight 
but the inward merchandise had ac- 
cumulated in formidable quantities, 
At the docks of the steamship lines 
doing a coasting business great 
quantities of merchandise are piled np 
and the wharves are choked by the 
lorgshoremen who are out and the 
material cannot be moved. 


Smallpox Among Indians. 
Winnipeg Teiegram; J. A. J. Mc- 
Kenna, assistant Indian commissioner, 
who expects to return to Ottawa to- 
day stated in reply to an enquiry that 
he did not consider that there was any 
reasonable ground te fear the spread 


of small pox through the Indiansy 
“We have,” he said, “since the first ap- 
pearance of this siege of the disease, 
taken the greatest care to have ali the 
Indians vaccinated at the treaty pay- 
ments, and a physician accompanied 
me all last summer to vaccinate half- 
breeds who came to present their 
claims. The only outbreaks worth 
mentioning were at Pine Creek and 
Hole river reserve. Dr. Harringttqa 
has returred from Pine Creek and re- 
ported that tha disease has ‘been 
stamped out there and a thorough 
fumigation made. There were only 
six Indian cases. The bulk of the cases 
were half+breeds. But we ‘treated 
them all. Dr. Steep is now at Hole 
river with instructions to remain until 
the disease is stamped out and to take 
all necesssaty precautions against its 
spread. Our information is that the 
disease is well under control. We are 
sending in another doctor to inspect 
the reserves north of Hole river to 
take ail necesssary measures, if, de- 
spite the cara takem at Hole river, 
there should have been in the pre- 
liminary stages any extensive ex- 
tension of the contagion. The reserves 
between here and there have been 
medically ingpectied. w‘There wag a 
case at Fort Alexander, but that re- 
covered and there has been no fur- 
ther sign of the disease. There was 
one case each at Pelly and Fort Fran- 
ces. But there has been no further 
signs of small pox, There was a re- 
port of small gox at Grand Rapids. 
Inspector Marlatt and Dr. Hyslop 
wert there and found the report 
foundationless. They inspected all 
the reserves in the district and found 
a case at the crossing north of Cedar 
lake. The doctor isolated and treat- 
ed that ard in completing his tour 
remained there to see to the com- 
plete eradication of the disease. He 
is expected back soon. The small- 
pox at Qu’Appelle is confined to the 
half-breeds, and immediate and 
stringent meassures were taken to 
guard against its extension on tbe re- 
serves. 


“In sending medical men over the 
country we have not confined them 
to simply looking after Jndians. They 
have vaccinated half-breeds and 
white people as weil. ; 

“T am, quite convinced that noth- 
ing that we could do has been left 
undone and that we have the trouble

The largest single entry ever passed 
at the port of Winnipeg was put 
through at the customs house last 
week. This was an importation of 
railway equipment made by the C. N. 
R. and the total value of the shipment 
was over $350,00 and the duty col- 
lected thereon was about $90,000, a 
nice, tidy sum of toll money on 
Amefricain-made goods, ..The equip- 
ment was mainly in the shape of box 
ears, which the railway company is 
importing for the purpose of taking 
out its proportion of the grain which 
is still remaining in the country, and 
several shipments are expected to 
arrive tater on. It is the intention of 
the Canadian Northern to go into the 
manufacturing business on quite an 
extensive scale in this city and most 
of its rolling stock will be built here. 
This, of course, refers only to the 
woodwork as the wheels and trucks 
will have to be brought in from. across 
Khe line. 

It is believed by the Canadian 
Northern people that the eniry passsed 
by them last week is not only the 
largest single entry ever put through 
in Winnipeg, but also one of the 
largest, if not absolutely the lirgest, 
ever passed in Canada.—Free Press.

Lawless American Whalers. 


An Ottawa despatch of March 12th, 
says; For half a century’ American 
vessels have had a monopoly of the 
whale fishery of the western Arctic 
Ocean. By wintering near the mouth 
of the Mackenzie river they are en- 
abled to make an early start when 
the spring freshets drive the ice sea- 
ward from the ertrance of the river. 
During their winter rendezvous the 
whaling crews do a trading business 
with the Indians, and as the chief ar- 
ticle of barter is cheap whiskey, a 
systematic demoralization of the In- 
dians is the result. The attention of 
the Canadian government has fre- 
quently been called to the necessity 
of putting a stop to this illicit traffic 
and its banefu! effects upon the na- 
tives, but practically nothing has been 
done in that direction. The subject 
is again brought forcibly to the notice 
of the government in the report of the 
Mounted Police, which Sir ‘Wilfrid 
Laurier ‘aid on the table of the house 
‘to-day., Commissioner” Perry; sa'yp; 
“Since my ‘ast report, further infor- 
mation has been received as to. the 
operations of the wha'ting fleet which 
‘ast year wintered some three hun- 
dred ri'es east of the mouth of the 
Mackenzie river.” 

“Tyranny over the Indians, debauch- 
ing the Indian Women, illegal trading, 
lawlessness among themselves, demand 
the assertion of our laws. A small, 
powerful steamer, is needed, which can 
navigate the Mackenzie, and if neces- 
sary go into the open sea. The cost af 
carrying law and order into the Arctic 
regions may cause hesitation, but 
where our territory is being violated, 
our people oppressed, cost should be 
the last consideration.”

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WATERWORKS PROPOSITION. 

The proposal to install a system of 
waterworks and sewerage is one of 
such financial magritude as to chal- 
lenge the candid and careful consid- 
eration of every ratepayer. The ques- 
tion is not, one of a day nar‘of trifling 
comsequences but one fraught pvith 
fajr-reliching posjsilbilities direct amd 
indirect for long years to come. It 
is not a question for impassioned or 
ill-considered discussion but one wor- 
thy the coolest and most careful ex- 
amination in all its phases. 

It is admitted as unquestionable that 
the installation of such system is ¢ 
matter merely of time, if the future for 
which the citizens of Edmonton have 
labored and hoped 
considerable degree realized. 

Nor is there division of epinion to 
any great degree as to the manner in 
which such installation should be un- 
dertaken. Municipal ownership 
public utilities is, except in cases of ex- 
ceptional circumstances, the secret of 


is to be in any 


of 


low, taxes and efficient service. 

The whole argument in the present 
instance then is as to whether, the 
poposition is premature. 

1. The first consideration offering is 
naturally that} of \the necessity of the 
proposed undertaking. If tha plresent 
system of securing water has not been 
found inadequate ta the needs of the 
residents then there is clearly no ne- 
cessity for incurring at present the 
heavy expenditure involved in the al- 
the 
other hand the present mode of ob- 


teration of the system. If on 


taining water is found incapable of 
supplying the town, some change must 
be{ made at once. t 

2. Next to the question of the need 
of altering the existing conditions 1s 
that of the advantages to be secured 
by making such alteration. It is un- 
questionable that many important ad- 
vantages appear as the assured or 
probable outcome of the present in- 
gtallation of the sysiem, aside from the 
mere consideration of convenience. 

The chief advantage offering from 
Such a system at present is the in- 
creased protection such system would 
afford agaiust fire. The tank system, 
while probably the best which could 
be devised in the early stages of the 
town’s history, would doubtless prove 
hopelessly inadequate in combating a 
fire which had once gotten headway 
among the wooden buildings which line 
the principle streets. It is not a mat- 
ter for argument but for candid ad- 
mission that the plentiful supply of 
water at a hose pressure of 150 lbs. 
per square inch would be a security 
to the citizens against loss by fire. 

Another strong argument in favor 
of the system on the ground of ad- 
vantage is the acknowledged fact that 
a sewerage system of some kind will 
be a condition of public safety at no 
distant date. Fortunately the town 
has so far escaped the ravages of a 
serious epidemic, but should a rapid in- 
increase in population occur within the 
near future the establishment of a 
Sewerage system will be dictated (by 
the principle of seif preservation. 

Another angument has been put for- 
ward as an advantage to be derived 
from the system—that of the decrease 
in insurance rates consequent on the 
more efficient fire protectiong (This 
contention is of course specious, but 
invalid. The decrease in insurance 
rates would be an undoubted advant- 
age to ldarge holders of Main street 
buildings and stocks, but the differ- 
ence between the present rate and the 
decreased rajte would be paid mainly by 
the ratepayer who has no main street 
property. The burden of the debt 
must be borne by the municipality at 
large and its liquidation would demand 
the contribution of every yatepayer, 
insured or uvinsured, and the man who 
feels himself unable to sustain the pri- 
vate burden of insurance premiums 
would be forced to help pay the pre- 
miums of his more favored neighbors. 

2. The disadvantages apparent in the 
propositions are of next consideration. 

The main objection to immediate 
installation is that of cost. The esti- 
mates furnished by Mr. Chipman place 
the cost at $140,000. The town has no 
Guarantee, however, that the actual 
coast will not largely exceed this 
amount and judging from the custom- 
ary experience of public undertakings, 
it would not be surprising if the esti- 
mates were found 25 per cent. below 
the actual cost. ‘ + 

Thei &hnuk!l amount nebkeSsary to 
meet the principal and interest is plac- 
ed at $5,557.58. Besides this it is pro- 


posed to charge the town $3,000 per | 
year for hydrant rental, It is pro-!

posed also to levy a fire protection rate 
of four mills on ali property lying 
along streets on which mains run. The 
revenue from this is calculated at 
$3,000. The running expenses are plac- 
ed, at $3,000. Aguinst these figures 
is placed the paper argument that 300 
services can be secured at $20 each, 
yielding a revenue of $6,000. 

Another weak point in the argument 
for the system is the fact that the wide 
area over which the town is spread 
makes it impossible to put the bene- 
tits of the system within reach of all 
the residents. Under the distribution 
system outlined .by Mr. Chipman, a 
very large proportion of the residents, 
if not a majority, will be unable tofin- 
stall a water service should they de- 
sire to do so, and must still continue 
to obtain water as at present while 
paying their share of the cost of the 
system. 

The system proposed is considered by 
Mr. Chipman as only sufficient to sup- 
ply the needs of the town until the 
population shnll reach 4,000. Whien 
such figures are reached the system 
must be augmented by the addition 
of a second pumping engine, by in- 
creasing the capacity of the sedimen- 
tation basin and by enlarging the 
pumping station. With the prospects 
row before the town it is apparently 
but a matter of brief time before 
the population shall have reached 4,000, 
and the additions to the system have 
become necessary.

poor quality of coal oil supplied con- 
sumers in Manitoba and the North- 
west during the early part of the win- 
ter. The Micister defended his subor- 
dinates, mpintaining that they thad 
made all inspectioas required by law, 
which iaspectioas enly covered, the 
tests of flash, gravity and quantity. 
He held that, under the letter of the 
law, the inspectors were not required 
to certify as to the illuminating pow- 
er of the ofl; that no comptaint had 
reached the Department against the 
illuminating power of the oil supplied 
in the West until some six weeks ago; 
and that then an order had been issu- 
ed to secure samples for chemical an- 
alysis. Oa the analysis being com- 
pleted, which was expected in about 
two weeks, the Department would be 
prepared to decide whether a change 
in the inspection Jaw was necesSary or 
not. The position taken by the Min- 
ister was not satisfactory to several 
of the western members who resented 
the assumed necessity for an investi- 
gation on the quesiion of fact. They 
claimed that the fact had been estab- 
lishe7, and bat no furiher investiga- 
tion was necessary on that point. That 
an. investigation ,if made, should be 
with a view. to find a remedy for {the 
evil and not with a view of finding 
whether or not the evil existed. As

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Indian Affairs. 

The report of the  Depari- 
ment of Indian Affairs  deal- 
ing w-th Indian affairs for the last 
fiscal year has been issued. J. A. 
Smart, Deputy Superintendent of In- 
dian Affairs, in his general report says; 

In looking over the work perform- 
ed and the results obtained during the 
period mention, it will be seen that the 
Indians throughout Canada not only 
continue, on the whole, to be law- 
abiding and contented, but they would 
appear to be more self-supporting as 
they increase in numbers, and those 
engiged in agriculture are adopting 
the same methods as their white breth- 
ren, with very pleasing results. 

he main features of the policy fol- 
lowed by the department in this rela- 
tion, which, it may be observed, have 
been recognized by the imperial, pro- 
viccial and Dominion governments in 
succession 9s being essential for the 
advancement of the Indians, are the 
fixity of their abode; the careful safe- 
guarding of their interests with res- 
pect to the alienation or sale of their 
lands; their individual and direct re- 
sponsibility to the Crown, the enact- 
ment of special legislation for their 
Protection against their own wenk- 
nesves, or aggression on the part of the

The pact year canhot be said to have 
been a very favorable one on the whole 
for the farming community, although 
there has not been much cause for 
complaint in the older provinces. In 
Ontario crops were, generally speak- 
ing, fait'y zood average, but turned 
out light in places from insufficiency 
of moisture; whi'e fall wheat was ap- 
preciab'y damaged by the ravages of 
the Hessian f{'y. In the province of 
Qugbec appreciafole advancement in: 
the direction of clearing and cultiva- 
tion has been noticed on the reserves 
at River Desert, Lake St. John, and 
among the Algonquins of tha Lake of 
Two Mountains, and fair general pro- 
gréss at Sit. Regis, and) Restigouche; 
but otherwise throughout the province 
the prevailing lack of interest in, if 
not pronounced distaste for, agricul- 
tural pursuits remains unchanged. 
Crops yielded fairly well, although in 
the eastern section they were some- 
what damaged by excessive moisture. 
In the maritime provinced although 
some few make agriculture their main- 
stay, and others depend upon it more 
or less, the majority do not much con- 
cern themselves about it, and confine 
their efforts to the eultivation of 
patches of potatoes and vegetables, to- 
gether with a few oats and a little 
buckwheat. In the Rat Portage dis- 
trict and tarther west in Manitoba to 
the south and southeast of Lake Win- 
nipeg, as well as in the district of 
Portage ia Prairie, long continued 
drought during the early part of the 
season followed by prolonged raiJ-fall 
affected the crops injuriously. Inthe 
Northwest Tertritories gepfrerally the 
Same conditions prevailed, with the 
result that the crops on many of the 
reserves failed to mature or could not 
be harvested in good condition. The 
reserves at File Hills and in the Prince 
Albert and Battleford districts were 
more fortunate, the finst mentioned 
having been favored with excellent and 
the laiter with fairly good yields. 

En! connection with their’ agiripul+ 
tural operations the majority of farm- 
ing Indians depend more ef less upon 
stock raisiog, and in some districts in 
the younger provinces, where growth 
of cereals is precarious, or where the | 
reserves are unfavorably situated with 
regard to a market for grain, place 
their main reliance on their herds of 
cattle.

8. The Indians having surrendered the 
reserves krown as “The Pheasant(s 
Rump” and “Ocean Man” 
boia, they have peen surveyed and sub- 


divided into sections, in order that the 
land may be sold for their benefit. 
The boundaries of the White Bear re- 
Serve and of the Indian Head or Asgini- 
boine, reserve, Dave been retraced. The 
subdivision into 40 acra lots of the 
Oak Lake reserve, in order that the 
Indians may be severally located there- 
on. 

At the close of the fiscal year the 
capital of the Indian ‘Trust Fund, 
which at the end of the preceding year 
amounted to $3,893,622.63, liad increas- 
ed to $3,941,393,77. Collections aggre- 
gated $129,357.87, and disbursements 
$274,065.62. The amount exipendied 
from the consolidated revenue fund 
voted by parliament for the purposes 
of the department was $1,019.329.12, On 
June 30 last, the balance to the credit 
of the Indian savings account, for the 
funding of the annuity money and 
earnings of pupils at industrial 
schools, was $24,103.96, deposits and in- 
terests during the year having reach- 
ed the sum of $10,764.22, withdrawals 
to the extent of $4,816,84 having been 
made during the same period.

The Boer Refugee Camps. 

A blue book has been issued by the 
Colonial Office: qontuining “Fatther 
papers relating to the working of the 
Refugee Camps in South Africa.” It 
Picludps exhaustive reipbris om th 
condition of various camps, and the 
following terarks by Dr. Kendal 
Franks, C. B.; on the Bloemfontein 
Camp appear to be of a general ap- 
plication; 

“There are certnin people, both in 
Great Britain and on the Continent 
of Europe, who have condemned these 
camps in! unmepsured terms. ‘There 
are not many who do so in South {Af- 
rica, aed it wi'l generally be Yound 
that those who do so oul here have 
never seen a camp, except from a dis- 
tance, or have perfunctorily walked 
through one. It wou'd be well if such 
people, before indulging in denuncia- 
tion, could see a camp like this one 
near Bloemfontein, as I have seen it 
in all its various departments. They 
would be surprised that in the face of 
so wuch difficulty so much has been 
accomplished. In the camps them- 
selves there is no complaining. They 
all would like to re urr to their farms, 
but as they realize that this is ijapos- 
sible, they are quite contented with 
their iife in camp. Some of the women 
in this camp said that if they hadjonly 
known what the camp was like they 
would have come in long before they 
did. Some of the well meaning people 
at home are appalled at the high death 
rate among the children, because they 
do net understaad ihe conditions as we 
See them out here. They are willing 
and anxious to send out supplies, or 
money to buy supplies, to feed: the chil- 
dren, who, they are told, are dying of 
starvation. That is not so. Not only 
are the rations ample to support life, 
fim some cases I hive come rps 
people who were able to save up some 
of their supplies for a rainy day, but 
in all the camps there is a liberal sup- 
ply of medical comforts, and the medi- 
cal officets have orders to give them 
out in all cases -in which they think 
they are required. While left entirely 
to the discretion of the medical men, 
their orders are that they are not to 
stint er to be sparing in the distribu- 
tion of these so-called ‘medical com- 
forts.”

The British Navy. 

London, March 14.—In an address 
to-day before the London Chamber oi 
Commerce on the lack of administra: 
tive efficiency in the British organiza- 
tion for defense, Rear Admiral Lord 
Chas. Beresford remarked that initial 
naval reverses, similar to the military 
reverses in South Africa, would entail 
disasters which would ive irreparable 
and which would be eternal in their 
effect. It was lack of organization 
which led to the remount and other 
scardals.

Russia Apologises. 

It is stated that trouble growing out 
of the collision between Russian sol- 
fiers and American sailors of the U.S. 
S. Vicksburg, at Nieu Chwiang, has 
been settled satisfactorily through the 
preference of apologies by the Russian 
commandants at that port to Captain 
Barry, the commander of the Vicks- 
burg. 

It appears that there were iwo sep- 
arate and distinct affairs. In the 
first, the Russians accused one of the 
Americans of brawling, and claimed 
to be holding the guilty man’s over- 
coat as evidence against him. They 
were, however, unable to produce the 
coat when it was required by the 
American authorities. The second in- 
cident was the raiding of the Ameri- 
can sailors’ club rooms by a party of 
Russian soldiers. Mr. Miller, the 
United States consul at Nieu Chwang, 
upon having the matter brought to his 
attention by Captain Batry, of the 
Vicksburg, made most vigorous repre- 
sentations to the Russian authorities 
with the result that the Russian com- 
mandant apologized for both accur- 


ences. 


Canadian Northern Progress. 

Speaking to a Victoria reporter last 
week Mr. D. R. Ker, of the Brackman- 
Ker Co., said; 

“Mr. Mann assured me a few days 
ago that the railroad would be suffi- 
ciently far advanced to move the next 
Season’s crop from Edmonton district. 
I might say that although the district 
produced practically no grain seven 
years ago, this season several million 
bushels have been shipped, a greater 
part of which was purchased by the 
Imperial government; and sent io 
South “Africa. The district, which 
extends 200 miles eastward from the 
Rocky Mountains and to a great 
distance northward, is unquestionably 
one of the finest agricultural and 
grazing countries on the North Ameri- 
can continent. Immigrants are pour- 
ing in in an extraordinary way, and 
of the one hundred thousand who are 
estimated to settle in the Northwest 
this season, a large number will go 
into the Edmonton country. The 
enormous influx of population will 
result in an immense increase of pro- 
duction and it is generally conceded as 
inevitable that the grain will find the 
shortest way to market through the 
Yellowstone via Pacific coast ports, 
the mileage being so greatly less than 
an eastward and an easy and cheap 
haul being afforded by the very ad- 
vantageous grade westward.” 


The Cape Rebels. 


To what extent the two extinct Re- 
publics have been indebted to the Cape 
Colony for actual assistance has hith- 
erto Deen conjectural. The number of 
Cape Colonists who at various times 
have joined the enemy has been var- 
iously estimated. The exact figures 
compiled to the end of November last 
show an appalling total of over 11,00 
men. ‘

the enemy. Wodehouse, for instance, 
the seat of Mr. J. X. Merriman, some 
time pedce envoy to England, produc- 
ed 1,027 rebels, or a litile more than 
half the number of registered voters 
for that district.

Force in the Point Taken by 
Colonel Sam Hughes. 


Toronto Telegram; Canada will 
learn a little from the teachings of 
Britain’s experience in South Africa 
if the country looks to the perman- 
ent force for its military leaders. 

Modera warfare is a business just 
as railroading or any other great en- 
terprise is a business. The problem 
for Canada is to build up a system 
which wi'l utilize the best brains and 
the highest capacity in the direction 
of that business, if the business of 
war is forced upon this country. 

A permanent force, whose officers 
are the accidents of politica] or social 
favor, will never supply the military 
leadership which this country needs. 

If commissions in the permanent 
force were awarded to merit, not to 
influence, the biggest, deepest, most 
earnest-minded soldiers would still be 
in ¢ivil life. The best vojunteer offi- 
cers in Canada will always excel the 
best permanent force officers in brain 
power and general capacity for the 
direction of large concerns. It is a 
fault in the system that officers of 
the permanent force should be en- 
couraged to look down upon the col- 
ovels who are learning in the emer- 
gencies of civil life the lessons which 
mere military routine cannot. teach to 
the pipe-clay colonels of Europe.

Smallpox in England. 

Advices say the = small pox 
epidemic in London shows no signs of 
abatement. In the thirty-thzee weeks 
since the beginning of the outbreak 
there have been 766 deaths. There were 
eighty last week, which is more than 
in any previous week. 

The following figures, whick are in 
accordance with other statistics, seem 
to show the valus of infant vaccination 
and the need of revaccination of per- 
sous about the age of 20. Of a total 
of 766 deaths, 400 were those of vaccin- 
ated persons 2nd 292 of the dead had 
not been vaccinated. Regarding 74 
there is no definite statement. Of the 
400 vaccinated people who died only 47 
were under 20 years of age, while of 
the 292 unvaccinated people, 224 were 
below 20. Of the 80 deaths in the last 


week 52 were above 20.

Floor Covering from Old Shoes. 


A new use has been found for old 
boots and shoes. This is how they are 
treated in the process of conversion 
into a novel kind) of house carpet; The 
shoes are thrown promiscuously into a 
large tank into which steam and dis- 
solving compounds are run, thereby 
causing old shoes to take a thick liquid 
form. Certain proportions of tallow, 
borax acd glue are then introduced, 
and the pulp is thea tun into molds. 
The molds are shaped after the plan of 
a regular sand mold and may havethe 
form of flowers, leaves, figures or geo- 
metrical designs. The pulp is run into 
these molds, and the figure hardens in 
the cold air. These casts are arrang- 
ed in the proper figures or 
when a cementing process begins. The 
cement is a compound made from the 
leather pulp and glue, and is run be- 
tween the figures. The figures softea 
a little with the compound, and the 
whole hardens together. {n the cast- 
ing of each figure a different 


design, 


pulp is used—red pulp for red roses, 
white pulp for white flowers, green 
for leaves, and so on. Thus elaborate 
designs may be carried out. Then 
comes the pressing by the use of foll- 
ers, and the polishing with varnish. 
The result is a rice looking floor cov- 
ering, the cost of which is less than 
straw matting, and less than oil cloth 
in fact, an economical and durable car- 
pet covering.—The American Uphol-

The Transpacific Cable. 

Railway and Shipping World; The 
actuil work of laying the Government 
Transpacific cable connecting Austra- 
lia with England via Canada will be 
begun towards the end of the year. 
The macufacture of the various cables 
is well in hand. In order to complete 
the work within the specified time the 
contracting company is building a new 
cable laying steamer which will be the 
largest cable laying vessel afioat. The 
total lengih of the cable, including 10 
per cent. allowed for slack, will be 
about 8,000 nautical miles. The longest 
span is that from Kelp bay, on the 
south coast of Vancouver jsland, to 
Fanning island—about 3,561 miles. The 
shortest sections are from Funning 
island to Suva Fiji, 2,093 miles; from 
Fiji to Norfolk island, 961 miles; frem 
Norfolk island to a point near Bris- 
bane, Austrelia, 834 miles; and from 
Norfolk island to the northern end of 
New Zealand, 537 miles.

The London Ghobe’s naval cprres- 
pondent reports that on her recent 
cruise along the Irish coast, the Brit- 
ish battleship Revenge was fitted with 
a wireless telegraph apparatus and re- 
ceived a number of private Marconi- 
grams, passing between the ship and 
the shore. The correspondent under- 
stands that the admiralty proposes to 
make an attempt to intercept Mar- 
conigrams from an experimental sta- 
tion, across the Atlantic with the view 
of determining wheter Signor Marconi 
has perfected bis syntonic system.

IN RELATION TO STEEL 
USED IN MANUFACTURING 


ROCK ISLAND PLOWs, 


Soft Ceter Steel as used in the manufacturing of these 
Plows, 23 a combination of very soft and tough steel and 
another steel of hard nature. ‘The soft steel being in the 
centre aid the hard stock in the surface, as its name 
implies, 


It is prepared in about the following manner: Fhe soft 
plate having been rolled to a certain thickness and width 
according to the size of the finished plate it is desired tw 
make, is placed in a mould and a fine quality of steel 
melted in a crucible, the old fashioned way, is poured 
into the mould, while fluid, on both sides of the soft’ 
plates, thus knitting and welding the two steels together 
and forming what is called an ingot or block, #hieh io 
size averages 6 inches thick, 12 ioches wide and 2% 
inches long, weighing something over 200 poundr, 


The next step taken in the manipulation of the ingot is 
to put it in a furnace until it reaches a welding hess, 
when it 1s placed under a powerful steam hammer. By 
this operation the ingot is flattened, and at the same time 
more thoroughly welded together. It is now again heated 
to the proper degree. Then passed through a set of rollers 
which reduces the thickness, but each layer of the steel 
retaining the same relative thickness. After the firt 
rolling, in some caser, the slab is taken to the pickling 
bath to remove all scales and dirt. After 
again heated and passed through the roller until the de

sired thickness is obtained, resulting in a sound slab of 
steel of 12 to 20 feet in length, 12 or more inches wide, 
by 3-16, 1-4, or 9-32 inches thick,,as may be contemplated.

soft, and hard of equal thickness. 


It now goes intoa furnace for annealing, and finally 
through finishing rolis for impating a smooth surise, 
when it is ready for the shevriug maciines, to be cutio% 
regular shapes, such as Mould Boards, Shares, Land 
Sides, Etc., Ete.
